1813 Michael Schenck, a citizen of Lin- 
colnton, began to construct the first cot- 
ton factory that was built south of the 
Potomac. This factory was erected 
one and one-half miles east of Lincoln- 
ton, and was run by water power, hav- 
ing only seventy-two spindles, and yet 
it was the beginning: of the great facto- 
ries that are today turning out millions 
of dollars’ worth of the products of the 
fleecy ataple, and more than anything 
else, helping the war wasted New South 
to take a place at the front in the indus- 
trial world. Michael Schenck’s little 
factory began work in August, 1815, and 
proved so profitable that in !I8!19 he 
formed a partnership with Jobn Hoke 
and Dr.. James Bivins, men of means, 
and the firm established the Lincoln 
Cotton Factory, with 3,000 spindles. 
This factory was built on the south fork 
of the Catawba river, two afd one- 
half miles south of IAncolnton. This 
factory was run with marvelous success. 
People came in wagons hundreds of miles 
to trade for “factory spun yarn,’’ and 
was of incalculable convenience to this 
section, where the carding and spinning 
was all done at home by hand. The 
property where the first factory was lo- 
cated was bequeathed to Mrs, Elizabeth 
Schenck McDaniel, a daughter of 
Michael Schenck, and this property re- 
mains in the possession of the McDaniel 
family. The old factory buildings have 
long since disappeared. The McDaniel 
family retain as relics some of the origti- 
nal machinery. 

Included among the statistics are the 
prices and size of cotton crops since 
1781, in which year 8,889 bales made up 
the total output and brought 26 cents. 
Barring $1.89 in 1864, the biggest price 
paid for cotton was in 1795 and 1796, 
when the prices were 364% cents. 

Sketches of the south’s pioneers in 
cotton manufacturing with portraits and | 
the story of the planters’ convention of 
1851, in “Half-Century Eight of Cotton 
Growers,”” must be considered’ as im- 
portant acquisitions in the way of cur- 
rent literature bearing on this ques- 
tion, 

Southern Textile Progress. 

In proof of southern textile progress, 
the following information is certain to 
prove profitably interesting not only to 
cotton men but to the people of the 
south especially now that New Eng- 
land has become so alarmed over the 
exodus of her cotton milis to the land 
of cotton: 

“The second quarter of the year end- 
ing with June was noted as marking a 
steady continuation of the movement 
that isc adding to the cotton mill equip- 
ment of the southern states. A feature 
of the past three months was the in- 
creasing activity displayed by estab- 
lished enterprises in increasing the ca- 
pacity of their plants. More than 40 
per cent of the spindles announced for 
April, May and June are to be installed 
by established ang successful cotton 
manufacturing companies. These new 
spindles for the old mills aggregate 
about 145,000, requiring an investment 
estimated at $2,900,000, -while but 15,- 
000 spindles, an investment of $300,000, 
will be installed by two strictly new cor- 
porations—a total of about 160,000 spin- 
Gles and $3,200,000. The results for the 
second quarter of this year, while ex- 
ceptionally creditable, are not equa] to 
the record of the same period in 1903, 
when a total of spindles wag 292,009, 
an investment of $5,840,000. But the 
record of enlarging mills of 1903’s sec- 
ond quarter only excelleq that of 1904 
by about 30,000 spindles—a $600,000 in- 
vestment. In the first quarter of this 
year 75 per cent of the new spindles 
was credited to established plants. 

“It is to be understood that these fig- 
vres do not indicate spindles that are 
already in position, but rather machin- 
ery that has been definitely announced 
by the companies and now being In- 
stalled. Following are the additions to 
states:

‘The following regarding the conven- 
tion of 1851 may surprise many: 

“So long ago as 185! the cotton planters 
of the south attempted to form an organ- 
ization which would enable them to con- 
trol their great staple crop. That average 
conditions have not changed In the least 
is plainly shown by the minufes of a 
meeting of planteers held about that time 
which have recently been brought forth 
‘from their long obscurity. 

“At the time this meeting was held the 
cotton planters were in a position simi- 
lar to that occupled within the last few 
years. Apparently there was no overpro- 
duction of cotton, for the price had been 
borne down until it passed the level of 
profitable production. Lancashire’ sat” 
firmly in the saddle and fixed the price 
for cotton. It seemed that the planter 
had no recourse, and his condition was 
perilous indeed. Then came the first at- 
tempt so far as is known to organize cot- 
ton growers into an association which 
would be strong enough to completely 
control the staple. 

“Conditions then favored a successful 
organization very much more than they 
do now. The cotton growing area was 
smaller, belng confined practically to the 
southeastern states and Mississippi and 
Loulsiana. Georgia and the Carolinas 
were the principal cotton areas. The 
planters were, as a rule, strong financial- 
ly, and the production wag greatly cen- 
tralized. This was before the day of small 
farms in the south, and the cotton plant- 
ers were growers on a large scale. They 
fermed a class separate and apart, and 
were well known to each other. It would 
seem at this distance that their scheme 
was entirely practicable. 

“A cotton planters’ convention was held 
in Tallahassee, Fla., in 1851, for the pur-

“Our papers are full from time to time 
of projected giant corporations to control 
the cotton crop and to hold that control 
in the suth.

Sir 
Horace is vice president of the Irish 
board of agriculture, but he is best known 
in the United States as the owner of 
large ranches in Dakota, Wyoming and 
Montana. An agent of his named Blair is 
now in the United States for the purpose 
of inducing young Irishmen now in Amer- 
ican cities to go on to Sr Horace’s 
ranches and get an insight into the sya- 
tem he efmploys there in the hope that 
they may be induced later on to return 
to Ireland and become practical agricul- 
turists In their own country. He will 
'also send out direct a number of young 
(men from Ireland next month. He will 
| pay their passages, and from the moment 


‘they commence work on the ranches they 
will receive wages equivalent to what 
unskilled labor would command in any 
city or town in the Untte@ States. Sir 
Horace has commenced to recognize the 
evils of emigration as it affects Ireland, 
and he is prepared to make big sacri- 


ifices to combat them. 


It is estimated that this experiment of

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, August 27.—The New York

urday, August 20 and 27. Even with 
this correction, however, there was 
shown a wide discrepancy; and, more- 
over, direct shipments to the interior 
were not fully accounted for; therefore, 
it appears clear that the shipment, so 
far as regards cash, was made up on 
declining averages. Deposits increased 
$2,667,000, while the sum of contraction 
of loans and the loss of cash was $l,- 
065.900 less than the decrease of de- 
posits, hence the statement did not 
prove. The required reserve was re- 
duced $566,925 through the decreased 
deposits, deducting which sum from the 
loss in cash, left $1,237,675 as the «+- 
crease in surplus reserve to $57,375,400, 
Computed upon the basis of depus.is, 
less those of $23,377,600 public funds, 
the surplus is $63,219,800.

“Hold Up Your Head!’ 

All that has been written and sung 
of the fathomless depths of a mother’s 
love and loyalty, cannot express half 
the vivid beauty of this most exqul- 
sitely pure and tender of the human 
emotions. This fact was pathetically 
exemplified by a sad little drama in 
real life which occurred in one of the 
local courts recently. 

Four men accused of counterfeiting 
the currency of the government were 
brought before the tribunal of justice 
for @& preliminary hearing. So damn: 
ing was the evidence against them, 
that the judge imposed a heavy bona 
for their safe appearance at the fall 
session. Resourceless, forlorn, they 
could not meet the legal requirements 
and were remanded to jail to await 
trial. A portion of the audience which 
probably took a more agonized inter- 
est in the proceedings than the pris- 
oners themselves, were their female 
relatives. Among them was an old, 
gray woman, who, in spite of her cum- 
prous years, showed a straightforward 
eye and a sturdy front—the mother of 
one of the accused, 

As the dejected procession passed 
out of the dock and shuffled toward 
the prisoners’ room, it came to a dead 
halt before these tearful women who 
had just seen those dearest on earth 
to them practically branded as erim1- 
nals. There was muttered, sobbing 
sympathy, a moment’s yielding to that 
spirit of despondency which comes at 
such times to crushed, sinning human- 
ity, and the four men went on with 
dragging footsteps toward the vehicle 
which was to transfer them to the 
chill guardianship of locks and bars. 
It was one of the bitter crises in the 
lives of those men and women—on the

A Man and a Crisis. 

Americans may not sympathize with 
the policy or hope for the success of 
Russia in the Far East, but those who 
admire manhood, no matter under 
which flag it fights, will find an Op- 
portunity to enthuse over the conduct 
of General Stoessel, the commander-in- 
chief at Port Arthur. 

From the initial stages of the land 
and water siege, Stoessel must have 
realized, along with his fellows and 
the bureaucrats in St. Petersburg, that 
the fall of the fortress was inevitable. 
If he had ever entertained any fatuous 
doubts on that subject, the recent 
smashing of both the Russian fleets 
and the dogged approach of the Japa- 
nese by land, must have brought him 
back to sanity with a rush. Discover- 
ing that he could expect no hope from 
his naval compatriots, he may at least 
have cherished the delusion that the 
enemy could be held off on the Jand 
side for a sufficient time to permit the 
smashing of Kuroki by Kuropatkin, 
and the arrival of tne latter to the 
relief of beleaguered Port Arthur. 

It now appears that even this sien- 
der encouragement has been with- 
drawn and he faces sure defeat, with 
the end only a question of weeks, per- 
haps days or hours. The cunningly 
contrived barbed wire entanglements 
in front of Port Arthur, the splendid 
courage and accuracy of the Russian 
gunners and infantry, and the natural 
strategica] strength of the position it- 
self, would probably have been con- 
ceded by experts as justifying hopes 
of the highest order.

I pray thet every southern woman, of 
whatever age, or whatever cast, should 
wake up to this vital point in that they 
should know the great difference between 
the of “ante-bellum darkey’’ and the 
new negro, the highly educated set now 
being thrown upon the public. 

My own observation and experience 
fully warrant the assertion that it Is 
not an act of impropriety for a white lady 
to ride in a close buggy with an ex-slave. 
But when it comes to not one, but two 
young white ladies riding in a small 
buggy with the buck negro, whose every 
training has instilled into his mind social 
equality,, all dencency, propriety and 
common sense would dictate otherwise, 
and at once call a halt, before it should 
hereafter forever be too late. 

Foor the benefit of those who have not 
given such an act even a thought I will 
give some reasons to show what great 
harm might grow out of innocent and 
unthoughted acts of our southern white 
women in regard, not to the ex-slave ne- 
gro, but the new negro. We do not 
wish to be understood all who might be 
classed the new negro are vicious. For 
there are some upright, educated young 
men thet are not ex-slaves who would 
come under the head of new negro.

y who are able to present forcefully, 
i Aaa luminously, her point of 


logic, illustration and precedent, Pro- 
fessor Phillips takes the position that 
the substitution of the plantation for 
the independent small farm system in 
the south would not only vastly en- 
hance the racial and individual status 
of the negro, but would form the 
financial salvation of that large white 
farming element known as “croppers” 
or tenants or outright owners of so- 
called “one-horse farms,” who, if they 
manage to steer clear of heavy debt 
from year to year, glean such a pre 
carious living as to keep them in a 
constant condition of anxiety. 

The bulk of the article is devoted 
to the more ignorant class of negroes 
as affected by the agricultural prob- 
lem. Professor Phillips plainly states 
his conviction that the negro has a 
better chance for progress and happi- 
ness in close touch with the white 
population. Tutored by the superio: 
knowledge of the white farmer and 
his weaknesses and flaws viewed with 
a lenient eye by those who know him 
best, he will learn the wholesome 
lesson of skillful manual labor; where- 
as, if left to himself and his own peo- 
ple, he will be very apt to stagnate 
if not to positively retrograde. Mr. 
Phillips’ contrast between the old 
West Indian plantation system and 
the Virginia system, with its humani- 


cant. He recommends that the latter 
idea, with some modifications, 
utilized in the south of today, point- 
ing out that under its benign influ- 
ence the negro was thriity, well- 
satisfied, rapidly assimilating civiliza- 
tion, knowledge and character from 
‘close association with the superior 
race. He draws attention to the fact 
that negroes in the city as a rule de- 


} 


|teriorate morally and mentally, either | 


from exclusive association with thei- 
own people, or the most vicious class 
of whites. 

Careful thinkers will find much to 
applaud in Mr. Phillips’ declaration 
that “the negroes are less in need of 


literary education than of practical | 


‘knowledge and genuine wisdom.” 
‘Such is the keynote of the methods 
.of Booker Washington. Nor does Mr. 


‘Phillips condemn the entire race to. 


farm work. He holds that the more 
‘highly educated class, which 
‘Classes as “exceptional negroes, can 
find fields of usefulness aside from 
the tilling of the ground.” He quali- 
fies this theory, however, by the as- 
‘Sertion that to view the educated ne- 
| 8To as the best guide and enlighten- 
‘ment for his own race would be equiv- 
alent to preferring the reflected light 
of the moon to that of the sun, since 
the equipment of the superior negro 
has been acquired “by borrowing and 
adapting the white man’s ways of 
life.”

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Ulrich + Philips Holds That Seakeen Best Civilizing 
Factor for Negro and Fiscal Solution for 
Small White Planter. 


Under the caption of “The Plantation 
as u Civilising Factor,’ Professor Ulrich 
Bonnell Phillips, a native of Georgia, at 
present a member of the faculty of the 
University of Wisconsin, contributes a 
strong article to a recent issue of The 
Sewanee Review, in which he discusses 
the substitution of the old plantation 
system in the south for the present inad- 
equate smal] farm plan, recommending :‘t 
as a splendid educational influence for 
the great mass of the black population, 
and a remedy for many of the ills of 
the amall white planter, 

Primarily, he proposes the plantation 
sys as a road out of the present 
‘ignorance and improvidence of the 
great laboring class in the south,” but as 
he proceeds he demonstrates plainly the 
manner in’ which it can be Uused as a 
training school for the negro, and its 
infinite superiority over the present hap- 
hazard system under which he works, 
The conditions of the problem with which 
the south is confronted, he lays down 
broadly as follws: 


“| @& century or two age the negroes 
were savages in the wilds of Africa. 2. 
Those who were brought to America, and 
their descendants, have acquired a coer- 
tain amount of civilization, and are now 
in some degree fitted fur life in modern 
civilizeq society. 3. This progress of the 
negroes has been in very large measure 
the result of their association with civ- 
jlized white people. 4 An iminense 
mass of the negroes is sure to remain 
for an indefinite period in the midst of 
a civflized white nation. The problem 
Is, how can we best provide for their 
peaceful residence and their further 


| progress in this nation of white men? 
|} and how can we best guard against their 


lapsing back fnto barbarism? As a pos- 
sible solution for a large part of the 


_ problem, I suggest the plantation sys- 


tem.’’ 


The Plantation System 
Professor Phillips then contrasts the 
two forms of plantations—the West In- 
dian and the Virginian. In the first. the 
planter took only a sordid interest tn his 
acres and his workers, rapidly exhaust- 


| ing the lives of the latter since they 


could be cheaply replaced, and going 
eleewhere to enjoy his income. tinder 
this method, the planter never came ir 
contact with his laborers and if they 
advanced mentally or morally, fit was 
purely accidental. The system which 
originated {n Virginia was radically dif. 
ferent. There the planter had vunly a 
desire to Iive on the soil, as near a re-

His family came in close con- 
tact with the slaves, frequently working 
in the ditches with them, the negroes 
were in the prédominafit number of cases 
given careful treatment, and gradually 
absorbed civi'ization and improvement 
from their rMiadsters. The plantations 
were generally rather small, not employ- 
ing more than a dozen laborers outside 
of the family of the owner. Speaking 
of the salutary effect of the Caucasian 
master upon the slave, Mr. Phillips 
says: 

“The Virginians eariy became noted for 
generosity, hospitality, and kindliness; 
end their viptues were not shown to their 
white guests exclusively. The planters 
and their families were in close personal 
association with a mnrgee proportion of | 
their servants; and these negroes in the 
Virginia system of patriarchal planta- 
tions had an extraordinary opportunity | 
to acquire habits of industry and the | 
forms of English civilization. A very 
inetructive consideration is that, where- 
es in the West Indies among able-bodie4 
slaves a freshly imported African would 
bring about the same price as a negro 
born and reared upon a sugar plantation, 
in Virginia even before the eighteenth 
Sasoud a home-grown negro was con- 
sider nearly twice as valuable as a 
fresh African. This contrast gives far- 
cible illustration of the efficiency of the 
Virginia training gchool." 

Mr. Phillips believes that “without the 
continuance of the interracial associa- 
tion there is strong reason to belleve 
that the negroes would gradually lose 
much of the praiseworthy element. in 
their present attainnients. In fact, sev- 
eral keen-sighted students have already 
detected a tendency of the negroes, 
where segregated in masses in the black 
Delt, to lapse toward barbarism. : 
That it has not grown more serious is 
due to the policy pursued by the better 
element of the white people: for they 
have followed the traditions of their 
fatherg in practicing the truest charify 
while not letting their left hands know 
What their right hands have been do- 
ing’’ Mr. Phillips declares that this 
practice has been a_ serious mistake, 
since it has placed the south in a posi- 
tion of false hostility to the negro, ‘‘while 
in actnal truth the conservative, think- 
ing, God-fearing element among the 
southern people have been and still re- 
main the most substantial, practica] and 
valuable friends that their black neigh- 
bors have ever had.” He adds that 
while “the northern negroes and those in 
the south whpg yearn for the higher lit- 
erary education may be provided for by 
the northern philanthropists; the great 
mass of the black population will for 
generations remain dependent, as before, 
upon the friendship and friendliness of 
their best white neighbors.” 

Negro Needs White Man. 

Professor Phillips’ strongest arguments 
are found in the following paragraphs: 

“To secure the best results for ai] par- 
ties, a more sympathetic relationship 
must be establigsnea, which shal] include 
larger numbers of both races. And no 
system for this purpose has yet been de- 
with that of the old patriarchal plan- | 
tation. The patriarchal feature is necea- 
sary. The average negro has many of 
the characteristivg of a child, and must 
be guided and governed, and often guard- 
ed against himself, «ey a sympathetic 
hand. Non-resident ownership and cun- 
tro] of plantations wilj not do. The ab- 
sentee system has no redeeming virtue 
for the purpose at hand. Witn hired, 
voluntary labor, instead of forced la- 
bor, it ig te Virginia plantation sys- 
tem and not that of the West Indies 
which is needed. The presence of the 
pPianter and his wife and children and 
his neighbors ig required for example 
and precept among the negroes. Factory 
methods and purely busnness relations 
will not serve; the tie of personai sym- 
pathy and affection ig essential to the 
successful working of the system. The 
average negro longs for this personal tie. 
Respect, affection and obedience for 
these Who earn and encourage his ad- 
miration are second nature with him. 
The negroes are disposed to do their part 
for securing the genera] welfare when 
the proper opportunity is given them. 
What they most need is friendly guid- 
ance and contro] for themselves, and 
peace and prosperity for the south, as 
a whole; economic depression will always 
work to their discouragement and in- 
jury, and sectional and racial Irritation 
anust in every case check their progress. 

“It is generally conceded that the con- 
centration of the negroes in cities gives 
more Opportunity for the increase or de- 
pravity among them than for their 
progress in civiligation; for it putg the 
average negroes into close _ association 
with the worst element of their own 
rece and with the vicious class of the 
whites as well Life 
offers less glittering but more sybstan- 
tial attractions, and the sygtem there 
may easily be arranged to meet all the 


actual needs of the average nvgroes. 


|As is true with large numbers of whites, 


but in greater degree, the negroes are in 
less need of literary educatign than of 
practical Knowledge and genuine wis- 
dom,” 

Continuing, Professor Phillips asserts 
that “from any point of view, the mor- 
ality, industry, intelligence—of every- 
thing that civilization means—the ge- 
gregation of the negroes must work to 
their detriment. Their concentration in 
the city slums is vicious; their isola- 
tion from white neighbors in the black 
belt of the sea coast can not céase to 
mean stagnation, if not—retrogression.’’ 
Conccding that ‘‘a large amount of capi- 
tal will be needed for investment in land, 


machinery, wages and supplies,” he is 
confident that “‘the present high price of 
cctton and the general flow of capital 
into the south of recent years must soon 
supply a fund to meet this need,’’ 

Concluding, Rrofessor Phillips epito- 
mizes all phaseg of his hypothesis in 
the following lucid fashion: 

“While a certain class of theorists

HEAVY JAPANESE LOSSES 
REPORTED BY RUSSIANS 

St. Petersburg, August 27.—The first 
' battle of what will be regarded as a gen. 
eral advance of the Japanese on Liao- 
Yang was fought on August 26, with the 
result that the Russians at the close of 
the fighting still held the positions and 
had inflicted great losg on the Japanese, 
completely,.dismantling several batteries 
which attempted to bombard the main 
position at IdAandsiansian. The Rusiian | 
losses aitogether were 1,450 killed or 
wounded. A long officia] telegram has 
been received at the war office, but it | 
does not give a hint as to what is going | 
on today. It ig more than probable, | 
however, that the Japanese have re- 
newed their attempt to reach Liao-Yang. 

The hottest fighting occurred in the | 
valley of the Lan, a small tributary of | 
the Taitse, around Tsegow, a place be- 
tween An-Ping and Liandsiansian, Gen- | 
eral Kuroki's first aim apparently was 
to separate the two principal Russian 
forces as forecasted in these dispatches 
August 26. The Russians in the valley 
of the Lan lost 1,450 men. General 
Kuroki’s army advanced in three strong 
columns, one northward along the val- 
ley of the Sindahia, a tributary of the 
Taitse, as far as Liaodintan, whence a 
portion of these forces marched west- 
ward to Miao-Pass, threatening Anshan- 
shan, the other portion pushing up the 
stream to Tunshinu, 4 miles southwest 
of Liandsiansian, where it was stopped by 
General Kuropatkin’s Cossacks. The sec- 
ond column marched along the highroad 
and occupied Brdahe, whence the Jap- 
anese batteries shelled Liandsiansian a 
couple of mileg northwest, until the fire 
of the Russian guns silenced them. Sev- 
eral Japanese batteries were completely 
dismantled and were abandoned by their 
The fighting at Tsegow was of 
the most desperate description. The 
Japanese had the advantage of the 
mountains, advancing along the ridge of 
Tanziaputsy to Sialindsay. The latter 
place is situated on the highroad 10 miles 
southeast of Liao-Yang. Possession of 
this point would render Liandsiansian and 
An-Ping. untenable. The Japanese ad- 
vance was characterized by the greatest 
boldness. and arouses the belief in mil- 
{tary circles that either General Kuroki 
hag received considerable reinforcements 
or that General Kuropatkin has sent the 
greatest portion of his army northward, 
leaving only a couple of corps at Liao- 
Yang. 

The absence of news of the Japanese 
advance along the Taitse river in order 
to flank Liao-Yang confirms the latter 
view, as it would expose tne attackers 
to being cut off by General Kuropatkin’s 
main army from the north, Toward the 
east the battle was especially severe. 
Bayonets were used, and there the Rus- 
sians lost a thousand men.

The policy of prompt payment of all 
claims has recently been illustrated fn 
the case of the Columblan Woodmen, 
which in three days of the death of one 

of its members paid the claim. 

The Columbian Woodmen was char. 
tered in the latter part of 1903 in At- 
lanta, Gea., as a fraternal insurance or- 
der. The order is yet in its early days, 
its first covenants having been issued 
January 20, 1904. * 

The first death in the membership oc- 
curred at Lynchburg, Va., August 22, 
1904, when Luther A. P§$gh, a member 
of the household at that point, died of 
Ayphoid fever, having been a member 
less than three months, 

He held a $3,000 covenant, the ac- 
cumulative value of which during the 
first year of membership is $750, 

The local clerk wrote August 23, ad- 
vising the home office of the death, 
This advice was received August 24. On 
the same day proofs of death, papers 
were forwarded to local clerk~ with a 
check to ‘the widow for the $750, due 
under the covenant, and instructions to 
turn over to widow on completion of 


proof. 

The clerk at Lynchburg received these 
papers on the morning of August 25, 
completed the proofs the game day, took 
up the covenant and paid over the 
money, thus completing the matter with- 
in three days from date of death.

I could fill a great deal of 
space with citations of authorities, etc., 
but I will be merciful to my readers 
and he as brief as possible. As to the 
chemical analysis, I was first led to 
examine the water by seeing the pub- 
lished analysis of the war department 
chemist, and noted the unusually high 
figure for our water of 0.072 for al- 
buminoid ammonia. Whilst he was quite 
right in regarding this figure as moder- 
ate, to me, who had made s0 many 
analyses of city water, it Indicated some- 
thing wrong, as I have rarely found over 
0.056 in the filtered water. This was 
the only suspicious point to me about 
the chemical analysis: it was not sus- 
picious to the city chemists because 
they are not famflMr with® the city 
water. Captain Buck, of Fort McPher- 
son, some weeks ago called at the board 
of health office and asked for analyses 
of city water, None were on file, and 
he was referred to me for information, 
no analyses being on record since the 
election of the new city chemists. 

“I gave him a copy of some old analyses 
made when I was city chemist in 1898, 
when weekly analyses were made. That 
episode, I judge, was the cause of the 
sample being sent to the war depart- 
ment. The chemical analysis of the city 
chemists is a carefu] compromise between 
niine and that of the war office, although 
it should be much better, as the chem- 
ical character of the water had changed 
materially at the time they were ordered 
by council to analyze it, I note they 
regard the date on which the sample was 
drawn to be a matter of so little impor- 
tance as not to be worth recording. I 
could say much more, but will pass 
tu the bacteriological analysis. To give 
my readers an idea of bad and good 
bacterial analysis, I give bel@w e copy 
of the analysis referred to as baving 
been made for Judge Hillyer, dated De- 
cember 9, 1902, of the water of Peach- 
tree creek, which, as we all know, is 
little more than an open sewer of water 
taken from the city intake in the Chat- 
tahoochee river, and also of the filtered 
city water. 


removal of 98 per cent of the bacteria in 
a water is excellent work for a filter 
company ‘to accomplish. ~ Let us slup- 
pese, for example, that General Manager 
Woodward had turned the water of 
Peachtree creek into hig filters and had 
removed from it the mud and 98 per cent 
of the bacteria, that would have left 
1&0 bacteria per cubic centimeter in the 
filtered sewage, against 470 found by 
the city bacteriologists in the city wa- 
ter. Suppose nodw. this filtered sewage 
had been sent in to the city bacteriolo- 
gists for analysis, and they report 180 
colonies per cubic centimeter, that ‘some 
of them produce Indol and are gas form- 
ers, and that the latter are probably the 
colon type, and usually indicate sewage 
contamination,’ and should then stulti- 
fy themselves by making the amazing 
statement, which to be consistent they 
would have to do, that they considered 
the ‘water to be of fair quality equal 
t» most colty waters and not unsafe!’ 
As a matter of fact, filtereq sewage 
would show just about such a bacterial 
analysis as they reported.

With our present 
methods, the most which can be ex- 
pected from the bacterial examination of 
water as regards this question is the de- 
termination, not of the actual presence of 
the typhoid bacillus, but of the possi- 
bility or probability of its presence. Our 
principal guide at present in drawing 
conclusions as to the possible presence 
of the typhoid bacillus in suspected Trink- 
ing water is the recognition of foeca] 
bacteria, and more particularly of mem.- 
berg of the colofi group.’

not necessarily a rebuke, as if God Nad er 7 ay. 
said, ‘‘What ase you, a prophet of Sa- 
|maria, doing here in Arabia?’ It is, per- 
haps, only intended to awaken him and 
‘lead him to give free utterance to the 
‘ thoughts and feelings of his own heart. 
|The reply is thoroughly human and nat- 
‘ural. The prophet protests his jealousy 
for Jehovah. He could mot brook a rival 
'to God in the reverence and worship of 
'the people. In a single dash he paints 
the dolorous nocturne of his times—cov- 
enant forsaken, altars thrown down, 
prophets slain, and the life of tae last 
representative of pure worship sought by 
a cunning murderess. 

In response to his plaint, the prophet 
is called to the door of hig retreat to 
witness a parable of nature. First came 
an irresistible hurricane, which leveled 
granite barriers. It was a synonvm of 
invincible might. Mountains were rent 
and rocks broken in pleces. Certainly 
thus must be God! Yet the prophet 
knows by intuition that thotigh the 
scéne igs awful, it is not the best revela- 
tion of God. He records that compara- 
tively it is as if God was yot in the 
wind at all. Next comes the earthquake. 
Stable old earth sways horizontally, 
and at the same time rises and fails. 
Certainly He who hath laid the founda- 
tions of the earth only could remove 
them! But after considerativun. the 
prophet concludes also that even an 
earthquake ig not an adequate révela- 
tion, and that, compared to other forms, 
God ig not in thé earthquake at all. 
Next came fire. All the mountain was 
a living flame, as in the day when 
Moses stood on the very spot. The 
prophet’s night was turned to day. All 
the rétky scenery, its heights and 
depths, stood revealed. But even this 
purest element of nature, so indispen-

A new invasion has come about, how- 
ever, within the past decade.

New settlers from the west and 
north are slowly occupying the suburbs, 
and new buildings within the city itself, 
replace the sleepy hollow style of archi- 
tecture once in yogue. 


Resources of Tallahassee. 

Tallahassee, 300 feet above sea level, 
has a population of 5,000 and 30 miles 
of well-graded, well-laid out and beauti- 
fulg;-shaded streets. Four railroads 
make up the transportation facilities of 
the town, over which 15 trains are oper- 
ated daily for the convenience of passen- 
gers. The annual business of this town 
exceeded in 1903 $3,000,000, 

Besides seventy-five prosperous mer- 
eantile establishments, there are in Tal- 
lahassee two banks, with aggregate cap- 
ital of $160,000 and deposits of $250,000, 
three machine shops employing about 100 
skilled workmen, three cigar factories 
with weekly pay rolls of $600, two saw 
mills, two ice factories, one cotton seed 
oil mill, $100,000 hotel, one cotton com- 
press, two ware houses, gas and electric 
light plant, one moss factory, several 
artesian wells, one of Which is 750 feet 
deep, and an opera house.

At present the streets of Apalachicols 
are filled with life and energy, but it is 
nothing compared with the industrial 
activity always noticeable in the oyster 
and fish season. The roar and clamor 
of steam sawmills, the shrieking whistles 
of tugs and steamers towing logs and 
barges of lumber, the daily arriving and 
departing steamers from points on the 
river and gulf, the whistles of canning 
factories, planing mills and sash, door 
and bling factories, are tangible evi- 
dences of prosperity. Two large saw- 
mills within the city limits (one of them 
the largest in the south) and three more 
at distances 3 to 6 miles up the river, 
each with an average daily product of 
50,000 feet of lumber, give employment 
to an army of skilled and unskilled work- 
men, while in the important industry of 
catching, canning and shipping oysters 
and fish a large fleet of boats and many 
men are engaged. A dally steamer 
crosses the bay to Carabelle, connect- 
ing with the C. T. ang G. railroad, for 
the accommodation of pessengers and 
mail, besides the daily arriving and de- 
parting river steamers, with passengers, 
mail and freight from Columbus, Ga., 
and alli intermediate points.

General Sumner (Report):

“At first no native labor could be se- 
cuted and the soldiers did all the work, 
but as we got into the country the Moros 
began to seek employment and at the 
present time (June, 1903,) a large number

“They are also engaged in transporting 
supplies to camps along this route. 

“I do not, however, anticipate perfect 
peace and security. Murder and robbery 
will take place as long as we are in the 
country, at least for years to come. The 
Moro is a savage and has no idea of law 
and order as we understand it. 

“In conclusion I wish to add a word of | 
praise for the officers and soldiers.
